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Eightieth  Report. 


The  end  of  1946  found  the  Hospital  continuing  to 
work  at  high  pressure  with  an  increase  of  111  patients 
treated  during  the  year  under  review. 

The  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  were  able  to  meet  all 
demands  made  for  admission,  and  we  were  fortunate  in 
being  able  to  obtain  two  trained  nurses  to  add  to  a  very 
depleted  nursing  staff. 

The  domestic  problem  is  still  to  be  solved,  and  the 
want  of  a  housemaid  throws  quite  a  lot  of  additional  work 
on  the  nursing  staff  not  connected  with  their  professional 
duties,  in  spite  of  advertisements  and  verbal  requests  to 
the  public  we.  have  not  received  any  applications  for  the 
vacancy. 

The  financial  position  of  the  Hospital  is  sound  due  to 
the  generous  support  of  the  public  of  Bude-Stratton  and 
and  surrounding  parishes. 

The  exterior  of  the  Hospital  has  been  re-painted  and 
the  Board  Room  enlarged  and  converted  into  a  Sitting 
Room  for  the  nursing  staff.  The  question  of  supply  of 
the  necessary  furniture  will  take  a  little  time  to  solve  but 
it  is  hoped  to  obtain  this  in  the  near  future. 

The  Hospital  entrance  is  being  widened  and  an 
additional  approach  road  made  within  the  Hospital  limits. 
We  are  indebted  to  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Skitch  for  per¬ 
mission  to  cut  back  the  wall  adjoining  his  garden  which 
will  greatly  improve  the  Hospital  entrance. 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  T.  A.  King  at  the  end  of 
Staff,  the  year  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  both  to  the 
Staff  and  Patients  alike.  Dr.  King  has  since  July, 
1899,  served  the  Hospital,  founded  by  his  father  in  1866, 
and  it  is  only  his  desire  to  make  way  for  younger  men 
that  has  led  to  his  resignation.  We  are  pleased  to  record 
that  Dr.  King  has  consented  to  remain  on  in  an  Honorary 
capacity  at  the  request  of  both  the  Medical  and  the 
Management  Committee. 
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The  application  of  Dr.  W.  J.  E.  Radford,  M.R.C.S., 
L.R.C.P.,  Broadclose  Hill,  to  join  the  Medical  Staff  has 
been  approved. 

We  have  received  the  resignation  of  Mr.  C.  L.  Hicks, 
L.D.S.,  R.C.S.,  Hon.  Dental  Surgeon.  Mr.  Hicks  has  been 
associated  with  the  Hospital  for  many  years  but  is  shortly 
retiring  and  so  very  reluctantly  severing  his  connection 
with  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  wish  to  record  their  appreciation  of 
Mr.  Hicks’  services  to  the  Hospital.

The  working  of  the  Education  Act,  1944,  caused 
General,  a  certain  amount  of  confusion.  In  the  first 
instance  the  Cornwall  County  Council  ruled 
that  all  children  in-patients  should  be  sent  to  Truro, 
Redruth,  or  other  Hospitals  named  by  the  Council  and 
that  treatment  could  not  be  given  at  the  Stratton  Cottage 
Hospital. 

The  matter  was  very  strongly  represented  both  in  the 
Press  and  the  Bude-Stratton  District  Council,  and  children 
are  now  treated  here  except  for  those  requiring  special 
treatment. 

We  are  still  in  need  of  public  support  to  maintain  the 
Hospital  until  the  passing  of  the  National  Health 
Act  in  April,  1948.  An  impression  exists  that  as  all  Medical 
attention  is  or  will  be  free  the  Hospital  no  longer  needs 
voluntary  contributions— this  is  not  so.  The  Hospital 
costs  are  increasing,  we  need  a  large  staff  both  nursing  and 
domestic  and  owing  to  increased  wages  being  authorized 
our  overhead  charges  are  on  the  increase.  The  Hospital 
has  had  to  spend  some  hundreds  of  pounds  in  repairs  and 
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renovations  all  left  over  from  the  war  years.  This  is  a  big 
demand  on  our  reserve  and  the  public  are  asked  to  con¬ 
tinue  their  generous  support  as  in  past  years. 

The  Committee  wish  to  convey  their  appreciation  to 
the  Medical  Staff,  Ladies’  Committee,  Hon.  Treasurer  and 
Hon.  Secretary,  and  to  the  general  public  for  their 
continued  support  both  by  gifts  of  money  and  in  kind. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Collectors  who  assisted  on  Flag 
Day  and  those  who  kindly  undertook  a  house-to-house 
collection  in  the  various  parishes. 

In  addition  we  acknowledge  the  kind  thought  and 
material  help  given  to  the  Hospital  by  those  who  organized 
concerts  and  dances  in  aid  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  tender  their  thanks  to  the  Matron 
and  Nursing  Staff  for  their  continued  good  work  in  spite 
of  the  handicap  of  no  domestic  labour  being  obtainable. 

It  is  hoped  to  procure  a  ward  and  housemaid  in  the 
near  future  and  so  lessen  the  strain  on  the  Nursing  Staff.

RULES. 


1.  The  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
Parishes  comprised  within  the  Stratton  Union,  for  patients  suffer- 
ingfrom  accidents  or  from  disease  not  beinginfectious  orincurable. 
One  bed  when  vacant  shall  be  open  to  Patients  from  adjacent 
Parishes. 

2.  The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Committee 
of  10,  three  of  whom  shall  be  ladies  to  be  chosen  annually 
by  the  Subscribers.  The  Hon  Sec.  and  Treas.,  the  Medical 
Officers,  the  Trustees,  and  one  member  nominated  by  the  Bude- 
Stratton  Urban  District  Council,  the  Stratton  Rural  District 
Council,  the  Blanchminster  Feoffees, the  Bude  Carnival  Committee 
and  the  Hon.  Secretary  H.S.A.  Local  Organising  Committee 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee.  The  Committee 
shall  appoint  one  of  themselves  to  be  Chairman  and  shall  have 
power  to  make  bye  laws  for  the  better  carrying  out  of  details  of 
management  of  the  Hospital.  Thev  shall  meet  once  a  month  to 
transact  the  business  of  the  Hospital,  but  a  special  meeting  may 
be  called  by  the  Secretary  at  the  request  of  not  less  than  three 
members.  Three  to  form  a  quorum.  Upon  the  occurrence  of 
a  vacancy,  the  Committee  shall  forthwith  co-opt  a  member  to 
fill  the  vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

3.  A  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  shall  be  held  annually  on 
or  before  June  1st,  at  which  the  Committee  and  Officers  for  the 
ensuing  year  shall  be  elected,  and  at  which  the  Report  and 
Statement  of  Accounts  shall  be  presented.  Not  less  than  7  days’ 
notice  of  every  General  Meeting  shall  be  given,  and  the  notice 
shall  specify  the  nature  of  the  business  to  be  transacted.  Those 
who  have  given  a  donation  of  £ 5  in  one  sum,  or  who  contribute 
at  least  5/-  per  annum  shall  be  considered  “  Subscriber*  ”  The 
Minister  of  any  Church  or  Chapel  having  a  collection,  Secretary 
of  any  Friendly  Society,  or  Club,  or  anv  Society,  or  Parish 
Collector  who  contributes  sums  named  above  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  a  subscriber  during  the  time  for  which  such  donation  or  sub¬ 
scription  or  collection  is  in  force.  Subscribers  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  at  all  General  Meetings,  at  which  6  shall  form  a  quorum. 

4.  An  Annual  Report  of  the  working  of  the  Hospital,  and  a 
Balance  Sheet  of  Receipts  and  Expenses,  shall  be  published  by 
the  Committee  and  forwarded  to  each  Subscriber. 


5.  The  Hospital  is  maintained  by  Voluntary  Contributions 
but  the  Patients  are  invited  to  make  a  Payment,  calculated 
according  to  their  means,  towards  their  maintenance  and 
treatment. 

6.  The  reception  and  dismissal  of  patients  must  depend  on  the 
discretion  of  the  Medical  Officers,  and  on  the  capacity  of  the 
Institution. 

7.  A  Committee  of  Ladies  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
Committee,  and  shrill  have  under  their  direction  the  domestic 
management  of  the  Hospital. 

8.  The  establishment  shall  consist  of  a  Matron,  Nurse,  and 
such  other  assistance  as  the  Committee  shall  determine  They 
shall  receive  their  appointment  and  discharge  direct  from  the 
Committee,  a  month’s  notice  to  leave  being  given  and  required. 
The  Matron  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Medical  Officers  for  her 
patients,  and  to  the  Committee  Ladies  for  the  general  order  and 
arrangement  of  the  Hospital,  and  for  all  stores  committed  to  her 
charge. 

9.  The  Vicar  of  Stratton  for  the  time  being  shall  be  requested 
to  act  as  Honorary  Chaplain,  who  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
Service  of  the  House,  but  Patients  shall  be  allowed  the  attendance 
of  their  own  Minister  on  their  request. 


10.  Every  requisite  shall  be  provided  in  the  Hospital,  and 
Patients  will  not  be  allowed  to  receive  food  or  drink,  from  any 
source  without  the  sanction  of  the  Medical  Officers. 


11.  All  subscriptions  shall  be  payable  yearly  and  in  advance 
on  the  1st  April. 


12.  (a)  There  shall  be  four  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  and  the 

first  Trustees  shall  be  Mr.  William  Waddon  Martyn,  Mr. 
Frank  Carver,  Mr.  Thomas  Arthur  King  and  Mr.  G.  H. 
Gurney. 


(b)  Any  Trustee  may  be  removed  by  a  majority  of  two  thirds 
of  the  Subscribers  present  and  voting  in  General  Meeting. 
Vacancies  among  the  Trustees  shall  be  filled  up  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Subscribers  in  General  Meeting  and  the 
number  of  the  Trustees  shall  never  be  less  than  two.  Upon 
the  appointment  of  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  all  such  deeds 
and  other  acts  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  vesting 
all  properties  of  the  Hospital  then  invested  in  any  surviving 
or  continuing  or  retiring  Trustees  or  Trustee  or  the  executors 
or  administrators  of  any  last  surviving  Trustee  in  the  Trustees 
for  the  time  being  jointly  shall  be  executed  and  done. 

(c)  All  the  real  and  leasehold  properties  and  all  the  investments 
belonging  to  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  the  Trustees 
and  they  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  deeds  and  documents 
relating  to  the  property  of  the  Hospital  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  same,  and  shall  deal  with  and  dispose 
of  all  the  capital  property  of  the  Hospital  whether  real  or 
personal  for  the  time  being  vested  in  them  in  accordance 
with  the  directions  of  the  Subscribers  ;  the  income  thereof 
shall  be  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the 
Committee. 


13.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  these  Rules  except  at  a 
General  Meeting,  of  which  notice  signifying  the  intention  to 
propose  the  alteration  shall  have  been  given,  and  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  those  present.
